If Edward C. Ratcliffe had not been so 
familar with the price of opfum, his 
counterfeit money schemes might have es- 
caped the notice of Uncle Sam's sharp eyes 
longer than they did. Three Chinamen, 
Market street tea merchants, ve the 
first information of Ratcliffe a his bad 
money to the federal authorities, 

At his Bindi re United States Com- 
missioner Babbitt esday morning Rat- 
cliffe was ordered held for trial under 
bond. He told the commissioner that he 
had made a full confession to the police. 

Goy Chew, Chee Foy and Jeu Dock, who 
are in business at 722 Market street, testified 
through an interpreter, Jeu Hon Yee, that 
Ratcliffe came into their shop Thursday 
and asked for half a can of opium and laid 
down what appeared to be three $1 bills and 
20 cents in change. That was the correct 
price. The Chinamen took the money and 
Ratcliffe left the place. 

Chee Féy, treasurer for the store, was 
suspicious of the bills. They did not look 
genuine to -hint. He and his associates took 
the three bilis to Treasury Agent Thomas, 
who pronounced them counterfeit. 

At the reques@of the treagury agent, city 
detectives were put on the case and Rat- 
cliffe was arrested at Union Station Sunday 
night. His reputation as an opium user 
and the description offered by the swindled 
Chinamen made ‘his capture easy. 

Ratcliffe, who is 38 years old and has lived’ 
in St. Louis seven years, much of, that time 
as a seloon manager, said in his confession 
that he had. nothing to do with the coun-

Circumstances. referred to in our 
previous circulars and others that need 
not be entered into here point to this.

In October, 
just past, Mr. Ellison estimated the world’s 
requirements of American cotton for this 
season at 10,870,000 bales.

estimate and placed it at 10,500,000 bales, 
predicting even still smaller consumption 
n event 6f{ higher prices. Here is our

It’ is 
not a question of price'or the number of 
bales, but how much the spinners can get 
at any price. 


Foreigner Learned 
Lesson Last Year 


The foreign spinner learned a lesson last 


vear, and he has been buying his cotton 
early. The American spinner has held back 
for lower prices. ‘The exportation of cotton 
reveals a condition that spells tremen 
loss to Amcrican mills unless tmmediate 
steps are taken to remedy it. 

Lust year we had a larger crop than this, 
and the September movement was the 
greatest on record. This year, with a 
smaller crop and the movement a month 
late, 255,459 more bales has beon exported 
up to Dec. 4 than at the same time last 
year. 

Last week 140,000 more bales were sent 
abroad than in the corresponding week last 
year. At least 50 per cent of this year’s 
crop already has been engaged for expo 
If the forei mills are sto get their cotto 
at lower prices, {t means that the Ameri- 
can spinners will be undersold and driven 
out of the markets, both at home and 
abroad. . 
Therefore, we say to the American spin- 
ner, will you continue to let the foreigner 
get his cotton at low prices while you take 
the remainder at any figure which you 
can buy it? 

High as cotton is, cotton is still too low. 
The commercial crop of 1903-04 means the 
cotton grown and picked in those years 
There is no surplus or invisible supply .to 
fall back on. 

The price at which you can buy futures 
today will be cheap in a few months, Un- 
less you enter the market at once and 
anticipate your requirements, you will be 
compelled to close. 

Curtallment will not be on short time. 
It will be absolute. It is useless to predict 
what you will have to pay if you wait. 
What does 15, 16, 20; even 25 cents a pound 
mean when you cannot get the cotton. 
Our advice is to buy now before it is

MEDART MYSTIFIED.

“but not nearly 4ll that were taken. 

‘‘Mrs. Casner and I huve been friends for 
a long time. She had means of her. own 
and perhaps bought many of the jewels 
herself, and I know that other friends than 


myself made her presents. 
“She was very popular with a large circle 
of friends, as she deserved to ’ 

“When the robbery was discovered and 
Mrs. Casner and myself were called from 
downtown, I first learmed that the com- 
bination of the safe was written on a paper 
in the house. 

“T first learned at the office of the chief 
of police that Mrs. ner had insurance 
on the jewels, which she arranged for 
through Harroun. 

‘“Harroun did many errands for her, and 
she requested him to undertake such mis- 
sions as this. He was downtown and able 
to do them without a loss of time. I know 
that he pe many of her bills when she 
requested and gave him the money. 
“Several months 0, when Mrs. Casner

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8—In his annual 
report to Congress on the condition of the 
treasury Secretary Shaw says that our 
currency system has been subjected dur- 
ing the year to some very severe tests. 
Unprecedented prosperity encouraged the 
natural optimism of our people to such an 
extent that property of all kinds found 
ready and eager buyers at figures phenom- 
enally high. A condition, therefore, existed 
which of necessity could not last. Within 
a year the market value of stocks and 
bonds, the proper and legitimate holdings 
of the people, has depreciated in an amount 
estimated far in excess of the cost of four 
years’ devastating civil war. Yet notwith- 
standing this enormous and inconceivable 
shrinkage, it has not affected in notice- 
able degree other classes ‘of property. 
Banking institutions have exhibited no 
suggestion of weakness, few business, fail- 
‘ures have occurred, there has been but a 
slight curtailment in commercial enter- 
prises, very little apparent hardship, and 
absolutely no fear of any depreciation in 
wuny form of currency. To all appearances 
‘the crisis is. passed. There now , exists 
speant reason for apprehension—certainly 
no occasion for alarm. 

By the provisions of a very wise act of 
Congress approved March 14, 1900, it was 
-made the duty of the secretary of the treas- 
ury to redeem United States notes and 
treasury notes in gold on demand, and to 
maintain all forms of money issued or 
coined by the government at a parity of 
value. Evidently the people have under- 
stood, as they are justified in doing, that 
this statute authorizes the redemption of 
silver and silver certificates in gold when- 
ever necessary for the maintenance of 
parity. Nothing short of this assurance 
would have carried us through the period

ROOSEVELT VS. ROOSEVELT. 
. Postmaster-General Payne’s reply to Anna Dreyer’s appeal for 
specifications in the charge made against her and for sufficient 
time’and an opportunity to answer them is her summary dis- 
missal at the hands of Baumhoff, with the statement that her 
explanation is not satisfactory to the postoffice department. 

This ig the postmaster-general’s final action. The record is 
complete so far as he and his department are concerned. What 
does the record show? 

Miss Dreyer complained, of insults and indignities offered 
her by Postmaster Baumhoff. She invoked the aid of her fam- 
ily and friends to protect herself. She testified at the request 
of inspectors sent. to investigate the case. This was the sub- 
stance of her offending. 

In order to break down her testimony her reputation was as- 
sailed in such a way that she was compelled to sacrifice the 
natural delicacy of an innocent woman to defend her character. 
She was suspended and subsequently dismissed without a hear- 
ing, on a charge of securing “false and perjured testimony” 
against Baumhoff. wise 4.-"¢ taal enc eats a 7 

Although the charge involved @ crime under the law, that of 
suborning perjured’ testimony, she was dismissed without = hear- 
ing. Then in order to comply with the letter of the civil ser- 
vice law, she was reinstated and given a perfunctory hearing; 
that is to say, she was asked to reply within three days to 
the vague charge of conspiracy, without being informed-of the 
specifications or the names of witnesses. : 

The -kinsmen of Miss Dreyer who had interposed in her be- 
half, and every clerk in the postoffice remotely connected with 
her case, were summarily dismissed without an opportunity to 
defend themselves. 

So anxious was the postmastér-general to get rid of every 
one who had testified against the St. Louis postmaster that 
he discharged one girl who had never been connected with the 
postoffice. The hearings granted these discharged employes 
were merely perfunctory to correct the legal record and not to 
do justice. 

It is as if a judge should call an accused person before the 
court and say: “You are charged with murder, or forgery ; 
what have you to say?” and should then and there declare 
judgment, with this advantage on the side of the person thus 
used by the court that he would have at least the specifications 
and the names of witnesses set forth in the indictment. | 

Mr. Payne has used the power of the government entrusted 
‘te him to suppress the truth, to strike down a defenseless 
woman employed in the public service, whose sole offense is, 
by his own admission, that she attempted to protect her honor 
and, her reputation by complaining of the insults of her guper- 
‘for, and to strike down all those who attempted to defend her 
from such insults, Hexhas done this in violation of the ordinary 
rules of equity and the prescribed rules of the civil service, 
He has twisted and juggled the law to his purpose. 


In accomplishing this act of injustice, Postmaster-General 
Payne has had the countenance and connivance of the civil 
service. commission, to whom Miss Dreyer applied on the 

that the postoffice department had violated the civil 
service rules. In answer to an appeal made to the commission, 
President. John R. Proctor indorses the act of Postmaster- 


_s@jeneral Payne, saying that he deems the vague charge of the 


postmaster to be sufficiently specific, that he deems three days 
@ reasonable time in which to prepare an answer and that it is 
not within the province of the commission to determine’ the 
sufficiency of the evidence, the decision in that matter resting 
with the ~postmaster-general. “Where the removal,” writes 
Mr. Proctor, “is not made for political or religious reasons, the 
commiasion’s duty ends when the procedure required by the 
removal rule is complied with.”

‘Subsequently the commission commented upon this rule as-one 
of the most important orders made since the enactment of the 
law. In 1899, after four years’ trial of. the rule, with special 
commendations from the commission, President McKinley 
amended it-and, amplified it,, requiring notice and eopy of the 
reasons for removal to be supplied to accused employes in the 
classified service, and requiring a reasonable time for personally 
answering the same in writing. / 

President Roosevelt himself, tecognizing the importance of 
this rule, issued a declaration of meaning, emphasizing the 
order that the reason should be stated and notice given to the 
person removed, who shall have an opportunity to answer and 
to place on file his side of the case. . 

“In order that he may do this,” Mr. Roosevelt added, “the 
reason must be stated with sufficient definiteness to enable him 
to understand the exact acts for which his removal is sought 
and to make proper answer. The mere general statement of in- 
efficiency, negligence, misconduct, inattention to duty, etc., would 
not be sufficient.” . 

Let President Roosevelt judge of the acts of his own admin- 
istration in the Dreyer case in the light of his own recommenda- 
tions as civil service commissioner and his own ruling as Presi- 
dent. Would he say that a general charge of conspiracy in the

- THE PRESIDENT’S. MESSAGE. 

The three important topics discussed by the President in his 
annual message are the control of corporations, the relations of 
éapital and labor and the Panama incident. — | 

Publicity seems to be the essence of Mr. Roosevelt’s ideas on 
control of corporations. The policy recommended begins and 
ends with publicity. “Publicity can do no harm to the honest. 
corporation,” says Mr. Roosevelt. “The only corporation that 
has cause to dread it is the corporation which shrinks from 
the light, and about the welfare of such corporations we need 
not be oversensitive.” 

That is a sound view, but mere publicity obtained through the 
bureaus of the department of commerce will effect nothing. 
Monopoly sheltered behind a tariff wall is the evil complained 
of and Mr. Roosevelt seems not to have the courage to recom- 
mend a withdrawal of the privileges which have enriched the 
few at the expense of the many. Let Mr. Roosevelt act upon 
the publicity already obtained and recommend a repeal or re- 
duction of the duties which are acknowledged to be the source 
of trust monopoly power. : | 

It would have been agreeable reading to citizens of scrupulous 
conscience had the President’s account of late» events om the. 
Isthmus of Panama been more convincing on,grounds of treaty,, 
law and precedent. The attempted justification of the part 
played by the United States government leaves much’ 'to be} 
desired. Probably the government’s prompt and energetic action 
to secure the canal beyond a peradventuré will be approved by a 
majority of the American people But it is doubtful if the man- 
ner in which this indispensable object was obtained will ever 
cease to be a source of regret 

On the question of capital and labor the President’s views 
seem conservative and just. Capital tends to corporate combina- 
tions and labor to unions, but both corporations and, unions 
must be held strictly to account. “No man is above the law 
and no man.is below it,” is the President’s conclusion, “nor do 
we ask any man’s permission when we require him to obey it.”

Gains Credence in New York Where National 
League Is in Session. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 8.—As a result of to- 
day's convention of National League base- 


‘ball magnates at the Victoria Hotel here, 


several startling stories have been circu- 
lated regarding what is going to happen 
before the assembly finally adjourns. 

One of these, a statement to the effect 
that John J. McGraw had been commis- 
sioned to buy the Cardinals for Chris von 
Der Ahe, “Der Boss President’’ of other 
days, is not credited. Von Der Ahe has 
no place in the National League, as he 
was once practically forced out. 

Another report that is gaining credence 
concerns the prospect of consolidation, Bay 
Johnson has been in Washington bolstering 
up the tottering affairs of the Senators 
preparatory, it is said, to the formation of 
a 12-club circuit.

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| A FIERCE TURF WAR OF NATIONAL PROPORTIONS 


Lhe Members of the 
A ssoctation Are Race 
Lrack Owners, Self 
Elected, Who Pre- 


sumed to Direct Rac- 


ingin Middle West. 
. BY R. D. WALSH. 


The action of the Wertern Jockey Club 
Monday at Chicago in refusing dates to the 
Union Jockey Club of St. Louis and the 


Hot Springs Jockey Club was a severe blow 
to the Interests of horse racing in Missouri. 
it marks the beginning of a turf war that 
may spread into national proportions. 

When the promoters of the Union Jockey 
Club were in Chicago a year ago on a 
similar mission they could make no im- 
pression on the stewards of the W. J. C. 
for the reason that their track was on pa- 
per only. 

They were told to come again when they 
had a more tangible proposition to pre- 
sent. 

Acting on the suggestion the Union track 
and grandstand were built and application 
for racing dates were made in regular 
form before a full meeting of the western 
racing moguls. The W. J, C. meets in se- 
eret conclave, and, therefore, no account 
ean be had of the discussion which the ap- 
plication evoked. 

A number of sporting men were congre- 
gated in the hall leading to the office of 
the W, J. C., and the general impression 
among them was that the matter of dates 
for the western tracks had been arranged 
long before the December meeting took 


place. 
WHAT THE W. J. C IS 

What is the Western Jockey Club? It is 
an association of racetrack owners, or 
their representatives, self-elected, who 
presume to manage all matters pertaining 
to the running turf in the middle West. 
There is no appeal from their decision. 

They are seven in number. Mr. Angelo 
Cella represents the Fair Grounds and De!l- 
mar, Mr. Fitzgerald represents Hawthorne, 
Mr. Nathanson represents Harlem, Mr. 
Young represents Washington Park, Mr. 
Montgomery represents Memphis, Mr. Bush 
represents New Orleans and Mr. Perkins 
represents the Latonia track. 

It can therefore be seen that Chicago has 
a strong hand in the councils of the West- 
ern Jockey Club. It practically controis 
the racing situation in the West. And here- 
in lies an anomaly. ‘All the tracks aroynd 
Chicago are being operated in direct vio- 
lation of law. Nevertheless they say who 
shall and shall not race, not only in Iii- 
nois, but in contiguous states. If a race- 
track in Ohio or Missouri or Arkansas 
wants to be legalized it must make appli- 
cation to the outlawed institutions of Chi- 
cago. This paradoxical state of affairs 
cannot long continue, and in it lies the cer- 
tain gerin of a rival racing authority in 
the West. 


A BITTER TURF WAR 
The refusal of the W. J. C. to recognize 
the Union Club means a bitter turf war in 

Missouri next year. 

President Duffy and his friends of that 
tion cannot afford to let a $200,- 
nt be idle when there is a reason- 
able chance of its being operated success- 
fully. e Eastern Jockey Club will not 
recognize any disqualification of horses 
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The Union Jockey Club can, if it so 
pleases, muke matters very interesting not 
only for the other St. Louis tracks, but 
for Chicago racing associations as well. It 
would not be difficult to show that the al- 
lied St. Louis tracks constitute a monopoly 
and the matter may be tested in the courts. 

The present mayor of Chicago has inti- 
mated that he will stop racing inside the 
city limits of Chicago, and a legal attack 
on Washington Park would be sure to end 
disastrously for that famous club. 

his would be carrying the 
Africa with a vengeance. 

As I have heretofore said, the 30 days rac- 
ing asked by the Union Jockey Club would 
have immensely strengthened the sport in 
St. Louls. Its refusal cannot but mean 
demoralization in a year which should be 
a banner one from a financial standpoint. 

There has never been a time in this coun- 
try when turf wars have not been disas- 
trous to all concerned. 

The vicious elements of every racing or- 
ganization in the country will be attracted 
to the scene of conflict, and instead of see- 
ing high-class sport, §t. Louis may be 
treat to exhibitions of the game which 
will be neither attractive nor agreeable.

GRAND RAPIDS! Mich., Dec. 8.—The 
prominent citizens for whom warrants were 
issued last night on charges in connection 
with the water scandal, about which Lant 
K. Salsbury has made such’ startling con- 
feasions were spared the humiliation of 
formal arrest today. 

Instead of placing the warrants in the 
hands of officers to serve, the officials tele- 
pHoned the respondénts from police head- 
quarters, requesting them to appear. The 
eighth warrant for Gerritt H. Albers, 
charging perjury at his trial on the charge 
of attempting to bribe Alderman Renihan, 
has been issued and Albers came into po- 
lice headquarters and entered his appear- 
ance, being .permitted to then go in search 
of bondsmen. 

Judge Haggerty, who issued the war- 
rants, announced that the Albers warrant 
Was based on a confession of Dr. Uilke 
Devries; that he induced Albers to make 
an offer of a bribe to Alderman Renihan 
as charged at the time of his trial by the 
prosecution. Albers was acquitted at that 
time. . 

Although Judge Haggerty refused to dis- 
cuss’ Devries’ confession any further, there 
are reasons for believing that it reveals 
much of the inside of the water deal and 
will be corroborative of Salsbury's confes- 
sion. 


Charles S. Burch, manager of the Even- 
ing Press, waived examination today in 
police court and was bound over to the 
superior court for trial under $2009 bond. 
The charge against him is conspiracy.

Senator Gorman Wants to See If the 
President Will Turn the 
Rascals Out , 


*WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—When the reso- 
lution for the investigation of the post of- 
fice frauds came up, Mr. Gorman took the’ 
floor and strongly opposed the reference to 
a committee of the resolution. He declared 
that the majority should not shrink from 
an investigation. He said there had been 
positive assertions that men who had un- 
lawfi lly placed*employes on the rolls were 
te escape. Mr. Gorman sald fraud and cor- 
ruption were admitted, and communicated 
to the-senate by the President. He said the 


country was not satisfied with tke investi- 
gation, nor was the senate. Those who had 
been accused had said others higher up 
were as guilty as they, while they have 
been made scapegoats. “Let us have all the 
facts," said Mr. Gorman, “and see if the 


President will turn the rascals out.”’ 

Mr. Lodge. who made a motion to refer 
the resolution, stated that what Mr. Gor- 
mun said only further convinced him that 
the resolution should be referred. The in-+ 
vestigation made under order of the Presi- + 
dent, he believed, had brought owt all the 
facts. There was a mass of evidence in the 
dep .rtmenf awa:ting an order <f .he Sen: 
ate for printing. 4 
Mr. Lodge said that, as to the insinua- 
tions against higher officers, it was well 
known that the postmaster-general and 
the fourth assistant postmaster-general had 
made every effort to get all the facts, and 
it. would be well for the Senate to first ex- 
umine the evidence to see if the investiga- 
tion had been thorough. 

Mr. Nelson, who yesterday gave notice 
that he would move to refer, said that 
it would be impolitic to take the evi- 
dence out of the postoffice department 
now and make it public.

Mr. Hoar suggested that if the frauds 
were as great as claimed, somebody 
ought to be impeached and such pro- 
ceedings should originate in the house. 
Mr. Cullom cut short the discussion on 
the resolution by insisting that the Cu- 
ban bill had the right of way. The res- 
olution went over until tomorrow and 
Mr. Teller began a speech in opposition 
to the Cuban .measure.
